Mr. Hill Says D. E. & Y. B. Railroad 


Will Be Built. 


Dover, May Hi.—ti'iv. John F. Hill 


of Maine was in town today, and in 
an interview with a reporter stated 
that, he had not abandoned the idea of 
building the, Dover. Eliot and York 
Beach street railway. He said that the 
road would be built in the near future, 
and that tho 
work of construction 


would have been begun long ago but 
for difficulties he encountered while 
he was trying to secure the charter. 


H<> said that, prior to obtaining the 


charter in New Hampshire, he had 
contracted for poles and iron for the 
road; but. owing to the delay in get- 
ting the charter, which caused 
him 


much inconvenience, and fearing lest 
he should be unable to obtain the char- 
ter, he had cancelled that order. He 
stated that the road, which is now in 
process of construction to Greenacre, 
and which will be connected with the 
Portsmouth, Kittery and York road, 
would undoubtedly be continued to 
this city. 


When told of the story in circula- 


tion, to the effect that the road never 
would be built he replied that plans 
which he had laid :made it as neces- 
sary for him to have the road as a 
roof IB necessary to a hounc. He re- 
peated that'the road from this <;ity to 
York Beach would be built, and said 
that it would bo as finely equipped a 
piece of road as there is in this coun- 
try. 


With reference to the power, he ex- 


pressed a hops that the city would see 
its way clear to accept the terms of- 
fered 
at the last 
meeting by the 


United Oas and Power company to 
light the city for a term of years, as 
this would enable him to obtain his 
power much more cheaply 
than ho 


could got it if he had to construct a 
plant of his own. 


THAT DISUSED PARK. 


Editor of Portsmouth 
Herald: — 


Your correspondent ' Native", in his 
communication in which he declared 
that "there is but one place" for the 
Kit/, John Porter statue, and that one 
place, "central, public and where it 
will 
do us 
honor, 
is 
Haymarket 


square," says the 
1 statue should not be 


placed in "any disused park" and that 
"Langdon park has relapsed into a 
wood lot." 


Now. 
Native appears to be of tho 


same opinion as many other persons, 
so far as regards the especial suitabil- 
ity of Haymarket square for the loca- 
tion of the statue. Judging, from tho 
newspaper vote, more people approve 
of that location than of any other one. 
nio square being favored by I!o4 of the 
1181 persons who voted op the ques- 
tion; but Haven park was a good sec- 
ond with 32! votes in its favor—only 
thirty-three less than were thrown for 
Haymarket 
square—and no 
doubt 


many more persons would have voted 
in favor of the park but for the feeling 
that the placing of a statue in the park 
would not be in accord with the intent 
and desire of the generous donor, and 
although the square had a majority of 
thirty-three over 
the park, 
singly, 


there was a joint 
plurality of 827 


against the square on the total vote. 
However, as the members of the city 
council committee which has the de- 
cisive say in the matter, are reported, 
to be unanimously in 
favor 
of the 


square, the present outlook is that the 
statue will be placed there: and with 
this I find no fault, although my own 
opinion is that cither 
Haven park. 


Langdon park. Church hill or Miller's 
field would be a far better location 


But Native's argument against the 


selection of Langdon park that it is a 
"disused park" and "has relapsed in- 
to a wood lot," is no argument at all. 
If the park has been neglected and al- 
lowed to relapse into a wood lot by the 
city government 
during the years 


when thousands upon thousands of 
dollars of the city funds were being 
used to exploit private property by 
Building streets through fields and 
laying sewers therin in order that the 
6wners might be able to sell house lots 
at a good price, it was not the fault of 
the park, nor of the persons who gave 
it to the city in the hope and confident 
expectation that their generous gift 
would be appreciated, and the beauti- 
ful field properly improved and main- 
tained for the benefit of the people. 
That it has been so long neglected 
while so much money has been wasted 
on other 
and 
possibly 
improper 


schemes, has no bearing whatever on 
the question of its suitability for the 
location of a statue. It need not be 
allowed to remain a disused park and 
wood lot.

bum's meat is another's poisou is well 
illustrated by a fact recently reported 
in Nature by a correspondent. Borne' 
wheat, which had been poisoned by 
eoakiug in a solution of strychmue and 
which was intended for killing spar 
rows, after having been kept lor some 
time in cardboard boxes was found to 
have become infested with -weevils. Ou . 
examination it was found that the boxes \ 
were .full of weevils and their excre- 
ment, and the wheat was more than 
half eaten. Strychnine was found to Le 
present in the wheat which the weevil? 
had eaten and m apparently fctill larger 
proportion in their excrement, so that 
it had evidently passed through the 
digestive apparatus unchanged. Win n 
we consider that so little as from half 
to three-fourths of a gram of the alka- 
loid is sufficient to kill a s-trong man, 
the difference between the role"- playe d 
by the alkaloid becomes very striking.

20, 29 
These numbers Cfesar changed to 31 
mid 30 alternately, with tho exception 
of February, which was to havo 2!) in 
ordinary years and !50 iu leap years 
In honor of himself ho changed to July 
the name of tho month that followed 
Juno. The Pontiffs iu applying thu Ju- 
lian calendar went wrong by inserting 
leap year every three years instead of 
every four years, and this continued 
till the year now called 8 B. 0., when 
the Emperor Augustus ordained thnr'i 
should bo no leap year for tvtthe years, 
which made leap year occur in 4 A. D 
At the same timo Augustus ga^e Ins 
own name to the mouth following July, 
ddiling one ,day to it, which ho took 
away from February.

WEPt IN PUBLIC. 


Victoria'* Emotion 'When Told That 


It Wit» Her Denilny to Weur a 
Crown—Tl»e Three Tlmc» In Ron- 
Hint'* Life When lie "Played tlie 
Woman." 


Many of the "great people who havo 


written their names large in the history 
of their time have been known to shed 
teaia. The majority, however, wept for 
others' woes, but smiled upon their 
own. 


Queen Victoria wept when informed 


that it was her destiny to wear a crown 
ami rule a vast empire. The incident 
was seized upon by Mrs. Browning for 
ono of her most beautiful poems, "She 
Wept" to Wear a Crown," and her 
majesty has ever since been a warm ad- 
mirer of the writings of this poet. Six- 
ty years later, at her jubilee, the queen 
sobbed before thousands of her subjects 
Another notable occasion was at tho 
funeral of Prince Henry of Batteuberg. 
As the burial service was being recited 
Britain's monarch was seen to bo cry- 
ing piteously. 


One will never forget the universal 


lamentation aroused by the death of the 
Duke of Clarence. When the end came, 
the Princess of Wales, 
who had 


throughout her son's illness watched 
him with the greatest devotion, utterly 
collapsed and cried for some time lib 
though her heart would break. 
A few 


days later, as the funeral procession lelt 
Saudringhain for the railway station, 
followed ou foot by the Prince of \Valcs-, 
it was impossible to hide his grief, ami 
the heir apparent was forced to find re 
lief in copious tears. Tho Duke of tiaxo- 
Coburg-tjotba has also been seen to cry 
in public. Iu 'April, 1896, while thu 
marriage ceremony of his daughter was 
in progress his royal highness v> as ob- 
served to bo weeping. 


Mr. Gladstone during the del if cry of

•or, The Mahogany Mill." The story 
has to do with tho romance of tho life 
of .Tames Lick, tho donor of tho Lick ob- 
servatory on Hamilton mountain, Cali- 
fornia. 


In early life young Lick fell iu love 


with tho daughter of a well to do miller 
for whom ho -worked. When he inado 
known his love, which was reciprocated 
by tho girl, the miller was angry and 
is said to havo replied: 


"Out, you beggar! Dare you think of 


my daughter, who will inherit my 
riches? Have you a milllikethis? Have 
you a single penny in your purse?'' 


To this Lick replied "that he had 


nothing as yet, but ono day he would 
havo a mill beside which this ono would 
bo a pigsty." 


In 1854 the quiet, parsimonious 


James Lick surprised everybody by 
building a magnificent flour mill near 
San Jose. Tbe mill was finished within 
in solid mahogany highly polished and 
was furnished with the best machinery 
popsible. Ho made the grounds about 
tho mill very attractive and began early 
to set ont trees both for fruit and orna- 
ment. 


Lick caused his elegant mill to bo 


photographed without and within and 
sent tho pictures to the miller who bad 
scorned him in his youth. 


Nineteen years after Mr. Lick built 


his mill, Jan. 10, IS';3, ho surprised the 
people of San Jose again by giving u 
to the Paiuo Memorial society cf Bos- 
ton, 
half the proceeds of sale to be used 


for a memorial hall and half to busUiu 
a lecture course.

Big 
laundries 
are 
commonplace 


enough, but a laundry which can sub- 
stantiate its claim to being the largest 
in tbe world, which uses a ton of soap 
a day and yet washes none of the pub- 
lic's linen, would seem to be an anom- 
aly. 
Such a laundry is the one at 


Pullman, Ills., maintained by the Pull- 
man Palace Car company for the'wash- 
ing and ironing of the thousands ..of- 
sheets, pillowcases and similar fur- 
nishings in daily use on its sleeping 
cars throughout the country. 


The building is a handsome brick and 


stone structure of two stories. 


To this building oomes every morn- 


ing by express soiled linen in carload 
lots. These are delivered at the east end 
of the building in square canvas bags 
of uniform size, and each is carefully 
labeled and numbered. The work of 
packing and billing tho contents of 
tbese bags has been done at six differ- 
ent depots in the city, where an accu- 
rate record of each day's receipts and 
disbursements is kept. When the bags 
aro opened at Pullman the pieces are 
recounted and piled in a promiscuous 
heap upon the floor. No effort is made 
to return to a car the exact supplies re- 
ceived from it, save in number and 
kinds. A piece of linen on a Pullman 
car is never used a second time until it 
has been returned from tho laundry. 
Thus the week's occupant of a sleeping 
car gets fresh sheets and pillowslips 
each night. 


Twelve 
immense 
brass hydraulic 


washers await the piles which have 
found temporary resting place upon the 
laundry floor. These piles are wheeled 
to tho washers in roller baskets aud 
consigned to their caro. These washers 
are 7 feet long and 8 feet in diameter, 
and consist of largo cylindrical shaped 
tubs standing on their sides, with open- 
ings at the tops. Inside of each tub is a 
perforated brass cylinder. It is through 
an opening iu these cylinders the linen 
is placed, tho shell holding.'200 sheets 
and a proportionate amount of smaller 
articles. After the admission of hot wa- 
ter and a certain amount of soap tho 
cylinders are set to revolving and re- 
versing automatically. Pipes carry cold 
and hot water to each washer and the 
hot water is always kept at 212 degrees 
In twenty minutes tho washing is com- 
pleted aud tho riufciug, first iu hot and 
afterward in cold water, and tho addi 
tion of tbo requisite amount of bluing 
conclude tbe process. 
Each machine 


can wash 400 sheets per hour, aud 45, 
000 pieces of linen a day is tho average 
amount handled. 


Tho "wringing" of tho linen is per 


formed by ten hydraulic extractors 
These are metallic circular tubs about 
3 fout in diameter aud 15 inches deep 
Within each is a perforated copper 
basket into which tho liuen is packed 
Theso baskets aro circular in shape am 
revolve 1,500 times a minute for 10 or 
15 minutes, throwing off tbe water bj 
centrifugal force until tho contents arc 
nearly dry. When sufficiently dried tbo 
pieces, which are packed in almost solic 
masses, are taken out by mou aud placet 
in machines called tumblers. 


Those machines are merely rovolviuf., 


wooden cylinders, with interior arrange 
ments for shaking out tho mass con 
signed to tharn. In a few moments tin 
pieces nro all separated. Girls tlun 
cirpty the. tumblers aud smooth on 
tho risers i_::?p,:K-,tc'ry to consigning 
them to thu mangles cr honing ma 
ChlL' S. 


Tbi.ro aro eight of tho largest size-flu 


plex mangles for car linen 
Each con 


sists of a hollow metallic cylinder lot. 
inches lon^ and 24 inches iu diameter 
Ti^ro aro also fivo 'e!l cc.vrrecl roller 
coming i:i contact with cat-h tTliiulc 
for tbo purpo.;o of foodiug tbo piece 
smoothly and absorbing tho it-maium; 
moisture. Altur pasting tluough tbe.H 
machines, tbeirouiug pornuisof wind 
are kept at 400 dogrees by means o 
steam, tbe linen emerges beautifully 
ironed and finished on both sides. Girl 
operate tho machines. They also fold 
sort and tie the various articles prepar 
atory to the counting and packing. 


The packing is dono in bundles con- 


sisting of ten sheets or 25 pillowslips, 
or an approximate number of napkins, 
towels and the like. Theso bundles are 
placed in canvas boxes. Each box holds 
200 sheets or 1,000 of the smaller pieces. 
The boxes are then sealed and loaded 
into cars at the west end of the build- 
ing. These cars go to tho city by express 
and the goods are delivered to tho vari- 
ous stations by express as they may be 
required. 


Tho number of employees needed to 


carry on the work upon tho first floor 
of the laundry are 100 woven aud one- 
fifth of that number of men. The latter 
are used in the heavier operations, the 


• girls, white capped and white aproned, 
attending to the lighter duties of the 
place. 


Tho second floor is devoted to starch 


work, such as coats and caps of waiters 
on tho dining cars. Hero ironing and 
polishing machines of lesser sort are 
fonud. About 50 operatives are hero en- 
gaged. 


The soap question is an all important 


ono at tho Pullman laundry. 
Fifteen 


hundred gallons of soft or diluted soap 
aro used daily. It is all made on tbe 
premises and amounts to a ton gross 
weight of the washing compound. 
Theso figures to bo appreciated should 
be estimated from tho amounts used for 
washing purposes in the ordinary house- 
hold; but few people, even in Pullman, 
aro aware of tbo magnitude of tbe com- 
'pany's laundry. Beyond tho fact that it 
gives employment to a large number of 
young women and a lesser number of 
men but little interest exists iu its 
da'ly output.—Chicago

The sun's diameter is 80(i,000 milew. 


This is about 109' times tbat of tbo 
earth, and is nearly twice tbat. of tbo 
vnoou's orbit. 


Its volume gf bulk is 1,3:31,000 (iracs 


that of the earth. Its weight, calculat- 
ed from the strength of its pull upon 
the planets, is that of 327,000 earths. 


The sun's mean or average distance 


from us, according to the latest dtermi- 
nations, is 92 100,000 miles. Owing to 
a slight elliptioity of the earth's orbit 
and the fact that the sun is not exactly 
at its center wo are y,000,000 niih-a 
nearer the sun on tho 1st of January 
than on the 1st of July. 


Light, traveling at tho rato of 180.- 


000 miles a second, requires 83^ min- 
utes to come to us from the smi. A rail- 
way train, speeding day and uight at 
the rate of 60 miles an hour, would 
cover a distance as great in 170 years. 


The amount of heat radiated by tbo 


sun every 45 minutes is equivalent lo 
that which would be generated by the 
combustion of a chunk of tho best an- 
thracite coal of the size of the moon. 


If a javelin of ico 45 miles thick were 


to be hurled at the sun by some titantic 
arm, with the velocity of light, and 
could tho whole beat of tho sun bo con- 
centrated upon it, tho weapon would 
melt as fast as it advanced. 


The sun is 600,000 times as bright as 


tho full moon. 


Sunlight has 140 times tho intensity 


of calcium light and three times that of 
tho electric arc light. 


Tho temperature of the sun is now 


thought to bo somewhere between 5,000 
and 9,000 degrees centigrade. 


This temperature is sufficiently high 


to vaporize all known substances, with 
the possible exception of carbon. For 
this reason it is now held to bo probable 
that the light of the sun comes from 
solid or liquid particles of carbon, 
which float in its otherwise gateous 
mass near its exterior, forming in their 
aggregation the 
dazzling, 
cloudlike 


shell known as tbo "photosphere." 


Tho reason for thinking that tho sun's 


light comes from intensely hoated hohd 
or liquid matter, though undoubtedly 
tho great bulk of tbo sun's mass is gas- 
eous, is that tbe "spectrum" of sun- 
light (formed by causing a beam of 
sunlight to pass through a glass prism) 
if "continuous"—that is, it contains all 
of tho rainbow colors from red to violet. 
aud such n spectrum is given only by 
light from a glowing solid or liquid. 


Tho i-pcctrum of a glowing gas con 


sifts only of a greater or less number uf 
bright liuoH, tbe intervening spaces bo- 
ing dark, each gas—or metal reduced 
to tbo gaseous state—giving a spectrum 
peculiar to itself. 


Crossing tho rainbow ppoctrum ot 


sunlight aro to be seen thouhandsof lino 
dark lines. Those lines aro now known 
to bo due to tbo fact that above the 
sun's dazzling photosphere is au utuiOM- 
pheru—about 5,000 miles deep—made 
of various gases and vapors of metals, 
which .stop or "absorb" a part of the 
sun'a light in passage through them 


The.se dark linos correFpond in pot- 


tion aud intensity with tho bright line.s 
which iorm thb spectra of various gan'.s 
aud motals and aro undoubtedly caused 
by tbo presence of theto tubstances in 
tho sun's atmosphere. 


About one-halt of tho 70 and more 


"elements" known to terrestrial chem- 
istry have been discovered by these in- 
dication? to exist in tho sun, and as- 
tronomers aro confident that tho rest of 
the terrestrial elements are also there, 
though for sorno reason they have not 
yet revealed themselves through the 
spectroscope. 


Some years ago astronomers were 


puzzled at finding evidence of tho ex- 
istence in the sun of a substance appar- 
ently quite abundant, which could not 
bo identified by means of its lines with 
any known terrestrial element. They 
named it helium. 


Helium has lately been found to ex- 


ist upon tbe earth as well as in the sun. 
in tho shapo of a gas which is contain- 
ed, absorbed, in certain rare minerals— 
cloveite, broggerito and a few others. 
It is somewhat heavier than hydrogen, 
but is too light to remain in a free state 
iu the earth's atmosphere, just as no 
bydrogen exists upon tbo earth in a free 
state, but only in compounds, of which 
water is tho most important. 


Among the elements which have- uot 


yet been found iu tbo sun, though it 
hardly eecrns possible that they are not 
there, are oxygen, sulphur, phosphorus 
mercury, gold and tbo recently discov- 
ered gas argon. 


Fiom what is now knowu it is little 


less than certain that tho material of 
which the sun and tho earth consist is 
precisely tho same. 
Tho two bodiea 


differ mainly in sizo and temperature. 
In the sun nearly everything is gaseous, 
because of its intense heat. The earth 
may once have been as hot as the sun 
now is and have boen'^iien as luminous, 
but now its temperature has fallen NO 
low thnt tho greater part of its sub- 
stance is in tbo solid state, and only a 
small part is either liquid or gapcous. 


The "Six Hundred. 


On Feb. 28, 1838, Lord Maidstone

A vote of cen- 
sure on O'Counell, which was moved 
by Lord Maidstone, was carried by a 
majority of nine. 


A few days later a curious scene was 


witnessed in the house. OX3ounell bad 
to stand tip in bis place in the crowded 
chamber while the speaker, James Ab- 
ercromby, solemnly reproved him for 
"the false and scandalous imputation" 
he had cast upon ' 'tho honor and con- 
duct of members of the house. It now 
only remains," said tbe speaker iu con- 
clusion, "tbat in obedience to tho com- 
mands of this house I should reprimand 
you, as 1 now accordingly da " 


Tho reprimand, however, mado no 


impression upon O'Connell. "I bave 
re-panted of nothing, I hafe retracted 
nothing," said he in the course of a 
speech he delivered when tho speaker 
resumed his seat, and he concluded by 
moving for a committee before which 
to prove his charges. Ho subsequently 
described tho house of commons—in a 
speech delivered outside—as "six hun- 
dred ruffians."—Nineteenth Century.

A CHINESE LAW COURT. 


ft. rtnttlc of Vituperation—One Mas In- 


fra te For All Courts. 


For a peaceful people tho Chinese ap- 


pear to bo a most litigious race. The 
moment that a quarrel begins to be- 
come serious one or tho other of tha 
parties is likely to shout excitedly, "I 
will go to the city!"—'that is to present 
his formal accusation at the yamen. 
Tbe other sido threatens the rramo, and 
while iu a large percentage nf cafes out- 
eiders contrive to suppress tbo immedi- 
ate execution of the menace every one 
recoguiy.es ibat tbe trouble is only tem- 
porarily patched tip and may break out j 
iu nu aggravated form at any time. 
i 


If the accusations presented in ihese i 


courts were confined to anything like 
tho facts iu tbo case, tbero would be 110 
capo at all for uine-tentlis of them. 
Therefore it is considered indispensable 
to blend with tho real grievance from 
70 to 0."; percent of iictiou. Tho plain- 
tiff does this as routine practice. So 
does tbo defendant. 
When tho magis- 


trate) happens to feel in a good humor, 
ho calls n$ tbe case, or quito likely ho 
does so when be is iu a very bad humor, | 
which bodcti ill for one tide, and not lu- 
froqnently for both. 


Tbo first part of a Chinese trial isliko- 


ly to bu something like the proceedings 
in one of our own courts, a great deal of 
formality and an apparent respect for 
the majesty of tho law and especially 
for iti- representative, tho district mag- 
istrate, who is the Chinese unit of gov- 
ernment, but it is not long before all 
resemblance to occidental procedure 
fades into tiim air. There are no law- 
yers to protect tho clients. If there real- 
ly ii any law bearing on tbo case in 
hand, no 0110 but experts such us the 
yaniou M'cretaries kuows what it is. 


Tho magistrate is himself civil and 


criminal judge, jury and practically tbe 
appellate court. There ib no manner of 
restraint upon him ill bis inquiries or 
iu bis treatment of tbe principals or 
witiiosfQ.s. The greater part of the mat- 
tor brought into a Chi.ue.so lawsuit would 
bo entirely ruled out of any British 
court as totally irrelevant to the main 
iseno, but in a Chinese case there often 
is no main issue, or isbuo of auy kind, 
except tho impatient shout of the offi- 
cial, "Get out with you!" (hsia-cU'u 
In), whereupon all the parties retire and 
not improbably not 0110 of them has the 
smalleht idea wbere the case has now 
got to. Neither perhaps has the magis- 
trate, but for the time he has had 
enough of it and wants to smoke a pipe 
or tv<o of opium, and will hear thoiu 
again when he has a more convenient 
season. 


But before the case bas been dismissed 


forms an enrnlbioiilike mixture. The 
aromatic odor is due to a volatile sub- 
stance, which disappears on evaporation 
and is not poisonous.

Ou the healthy 
skin neither tbo bee poison nor a 2 per 
cent solution of the poisonous principle 
has any effect, but they act as powerful 
irritants on the mucous membranes.— 
American Druggist.
